One of the greatest hindrances t 
the farmer's success is his failure t 
keep accurate accounts of his fan 
transactions. Most farmers keep u 
account at all of what thoy get c 
what they spend. They buy whe 
they have to and pay for it whe 
they can, and cannot tell for the 
livefe whether they are making < 
losing money. As a result of thi 
lax method the farmer often spend 
more than he ought, buys at tl 
wrong time, spends money for thing 
that he could do without, and the 
has to use every possible means, ar 
often even borrow to meet necessai 
expenses. But the farmer will sa 
that he is not a book-keeper an 
that he does not know how to go * 
it to keep accounts. Ho does nc 
neod to be a book-keeper. Anyoi 
who knows tho ordinary operatiox 
of arithmetic can keep all tho a 
counts necessary on tho farm, tl 
simpler tho better. 

First, at the beginning of eac 
year, say April 1, ror that is the b 
ginning of the farm year, every farri 
er should make a list of the probi 
ble year’s expenses. This list shou! 
include so much for help, for blacl 
smith’s bills, for new machinery, 
any will be needed, for •seed, f< 
household expenses, etc. These cat 
mates should be carefully made ar 
a little too large rather than tc 
small. A farmer who has had ar 
experience at all and makes his e 
timates with care, will find that 1

CAPE TO CAIRO RAILWAY. 

Rapid Progress Being Made in Its 

Construction. 

According to the latest advices the 
Cape to Cairo Railway has been sur¬ 
veyed us far as the Zambesi, where 
a great stefil bridge, having one 
spoil of five hundred feet, will carry 
the line across the river at Vio- 
toria Falls. The whole section, 
from Buluwayo to the Zambesi — 
two hundred and seventy-live miles 
in length, or nearly seventeen hun¬ 
dred miles from Cape Town—is ex¬ 
pected to be opened next year. Lo¬ 
comotives for contractors’ purposes 
are now running on it for a short 
distance north of the present ter¬ 
minus. and a railway exploration 
party has been despatched over the 
railway route beyond Victoria Falls 
as far a9 Tanganyika. For forty 
miles north of Buluwayo the earth¬ 
works are more or less complete, 
work on the Victoria Falls section is 
in progress, and about five miles of 
the line are finished. Tho work of 
connecting the Buluwayo and Salis¬ 
bury sections is also proceeding 
rapidly, and rails have already been 
laid from Salisbury to Kolmkwe, a 
distance of sixty miles. From the 
Buluwayo end of this line the rail¬ 
head has reached the Arguzu River, 
so that when this gap is filled in and 
the line completed, as is expected 
by the end of thp present year, 
trains will ho able pn run from Capo 
Town to Delagoa Bay, via Bulu¬ 
wayo, Salisbury and Unitnli.

WI1AT BOYS AND GIIILS SEE. 

An interesting series of experi¬ 
ments has been tried by the school 
authorities South Germany to 

test the faculty of observation as it 
is exercised by boys and girls. A 
man dressed as an ordinary work¬ 
man and with ordinary features was 
placed in a room by himself. Classes 
of girls of different ages wore sent 
through the room. All that the 
teacher told them was that they 
were to go into the room through 
one door and out through another. 
When they returned to their class 
rooms they were asked to describe 
the man in the room. Nearly 80 
per cent, of the girls confined their 
attention to the man's clothes; the 
others described both clothes and 
features. The same experiments 
when tri»*d with boys revealed the 
fad that nearly 7<» per cent, of them 
confined their attention to tin* man’s 
features, the remainder to both fea¬ 
tures and clothes.

Seven or eight lances are pass¬ 
ed under the handles of a number of 
kettles and fastened by means of 
ropes to form a raft. A sufficient 
number of these rafts, each of which 
will bear a weight of half a ton. are 
fastened together, and in the space 
of an hour a bridge is formed on 
which an army may cross with con¬ 
fidence and safety.

FARM BOOK-KEEPING. 

ne of the greatest hindrances to 
farmer's success is his failure to 
p accurate accounts of his farm 
nsiactions. Most fanners keep no 
ount at all of what they get or 
at they spend. They buy when 
y have to and pay for it when 
y can, and cannot tell for their 
js whether they are making or 
Ing money. As a result of this 
hiethod the farmer often spends 
re than he ought, buys at the 
3ng time, spends money for things 
X he could do without, and then 
i to use every possiiblo means, and 
en even borrow to meet necessary 
>cnses. But the farmer will say 
it he is not a book-keeper and 
it he does not know how to go at 
to keep accounts. Ho does not 
•d to be a book-keeper. Anyone 
o knows the ordinary operations 
arithmetic can keep all the ao 
mts necessary on the farm, the 
lpler the better. 

’irst, at the beginning of each 
ir, say April 1, Tor that is the be- 
ning of the farm year, every farm- 
should make a list of the proba- 
ycar’s expenses. This list should 
lude so much for help, for black- 
ith's bills, for new machinery, if 
jr will be needed, for 'seed, for 
iisehold expenses, etc. These osti¬ 
tes should be carefully made and" 
little too large rather than too 
all.

SKILL IN MILKING. 

Milking is an operation which re¬ 
quires skill, as it nos an important 
effect on the amount and quality of 
milk given. Dairymen know that 
there are as great differences between 
milkers as between cows and that 
cows will do much better with some 
milkers than with others. Indeed, 
good cows are often almost ruined 
by poor milkers. 

The milker should avoid handling 
the cow more than i9 necessary and 
he should make it a rule to do his 
work quickly and thoroughly. He 
should never go from a sick to a 
well cow without first cleansing his 
hands. The habit of wetting his 
hands with milk is filthy in the ex¬ 
treme and should never be practised. 
Some people think it necessary, but 
this is a mistake. The hands should 
be kept dry. If they are not !t is 
impossible to prevent drops of milk 
from constantly falling from them 
into the pail. 

The pail should be held close to the 
udder, so as to expose the milk to 
the air as little as possible. The 
farther the stream falls and the more 
it sprays the more dirt and bac¬ 
teria it collects. Contamination 
from the fore milk must be avoided 
by discarding the first few streams 
drawn, or less than a*gill in all. 
This entails little loss, os the first 
milk drawn is always poor in butter 
fat, and if it happens to be badly 
contaminated, as is frequently the 
case, much injury and trouble may 
be saved.

Text of the Lesson Acts xvi, 6-10. 
Golden Text Acts xxii, 15. 

6. Now when they had gone 
throughout Phrygia and the region 
of Galatia and were forbidden of 
the Holy Ghost to preach the 1 word 
in Asia. 

This is written of Paul and Silas 
on the second missionary tour. We 
left Paul and Silas and Barnabas 
and others in the last lesson at An¬ 
tioch in Syria preaching the word of 
the Lord. Then Paul suggested to 
Barnabas that <hoy revisit tljo cities 
where they had preached and see how 
the brethren were doing. Barnabas 
wished to take Mark with him, but 
Paul refused because ho had left 
them on the previous journey. Thel’e 
was a sharp contention, and they 
separated, Barnabas taking Mark 
and sailing to Cyprus, where they 
began the first tour and to which 
island Barnabas belonged (Acts xiii, 
4; iv, 86), while Paul took Silas and 
started through »yrla and Cilicia, 
confirming the churches (chapter xv, 
86-41). It is interesting to note 
that the time came when Paul 
thought better of Mark and was glad 
to have him with him (Col. iv, 10; 
II Tim. iv, 11). 

7. After they were come to Mysia 
they ' assayed to go into Bithynia, 
but the Spirit suffered them not. 

In teaching this lesson and the 
other missionary lessons a map is 
essential to the understanding of 4he 
lesson. One of the most striking 
things in this book is the partner¬

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

When one reads of the awful erup¬ 
tion in Martinique and St. Vincent, 
the appalling loss of life and the 
horrible agony of many of tho vic¬ 
tims of the disaster, it is with 
mingled feelings of sadness and con¬ 
sternation. It is difficult to com¬ 
prehend the real extent of the awful 
calamity. When the heart-rending 
accounts of the few survivors are re¬ 
ported it gradually seizes upon the 
reader that this terrible pyrotechni^ 
and titanic upheaval of the cartel 
stands without .a counterpart at 
least in modern history. 


Capt. Freeman, who was terribly 
burnt, but lived to tell the story, 
said in part: “I remember seeing 

huge clouds of flame and steam ria~ 
ing from the ship. Some of her 
men were wringing their hands, and 
people . were jumping from her decks 
into the boiling water. Their deaths 
must have been instantaneous, for 
the water was seething like a cal¬ 
dron. It looked like a mass of boil¬ 
ing mud. Many of my own crew 
were swept from the decks b^ the 
first shock. After a time I got the 
stenring gear to work and headed 
out to sea. As the sky cleared an^ 
it was possible to see around the 
deck, the sight was ghastly. Men 
lying screaming and writhing in 
agony all around, and the lava on 
which they lay was red-hot. Peo¬ 
ple were dying everywhere. I was 
in a bad state myself, unablo to lift 
my hand, and the blood from wounds 
and burns on my forehead kept run¬ 
ning into my eyes." 

M. Albert, the owner of an estate 
on tho devastated Island, in relate 
ing his experience, sayn: “As I 
stood still Mont Pelee seemed to 
shudder and a moaning sound isw-ued 
from its crater. It was quite dark, 
the sun being obscured by ashes, and 
fine volcanic dust. 4 The air was 
dead about me, so dead that tha 
floating dust seemingly was not dis¬ 
turbed. Then there was a rending, 
crashing, grinding noise, which I can 
only describe ns sounding as though 
every bit of machinery in the world 
had suddenly broken down. It was 
deafening, and the flash of light that 
accompanied it was blinding, more 
so than any lightning I have ewer 
seen. It was like a terrible hurri¬ 
cane, and where a fraction of a sec¬ 
ond before there had been a perfect 
calm I felt myself drawn into a vor¬ 
tex and I had to brace myself firm- 
fy. It was like a great express 
rushing by, and I was drawn*>y its 
force. Tho mysterious forco levelled 
a row of strong trees, tearing them 
up by the roots nnd leaving bare a 
space of ground fifteen yards wide^ 
and more than one hundred yards 
long. Transfixed I stood, not know¬ 
ing in what direction to flee. I 
looked toward Mont Pelee, and above 
its apex formed a great black cloud 
which reached high in the air.

A large proportion of the population 
of Naples live at public kitchens or 
cooking stands, which are found on ev¬ 
ery block in the densely settled portions 
of the town. They arc generally dingy 
little rooms, the walls blackened with 
the grease and smoke of generations. 
In the rear Is an old fashioned fireplace 
with a number of pots and kettles, 
from which savory steam arises. The 
largest is always for macaroni, for that 
Is the staff of life. The others contain 
soup and various kinds of fish and 
vegetable!, while on the counter, which 
usually projects into the street, the 
cooked food is spread out In large pans 
and bowls. The customers come along 
with pans and buckets, look over the 
stock and make their selection. 

The prices are remarkably low. Fish, 
vegetables, fruit and macaroni, the 
chief articles of Neapolitan diet, are 
cheaper here, It is said, than in any 
other place in tho world, and at one of 
these cooking shops a good dinner can 
be obtained for 2 cents and enough for 
a family for 0 cents.

CORONATION BOUNTIES. 

Acts of Genorosity Displayed by 
English Kings. 

Tho Edwards have almost without 
exception displayed unwonted gen¬ 
erosity towards their poorer subjects 
u|>on their installation, Edward i. 
being the founder of the custom of 
providing a public banquet on such 
an occasion, in this instanco 50,- 
000 poor were invited to partake of 
a hearty meal, which resulted in the 
consumption of 880 oxen, 900 pigs 
and sheep, 20,000 fowls, and other 
viands, 2,000 cooks being employed 
to prepare the feast. But Edward 
had reckoned without the cost, and 
when the bttT was presented to him 
he wus compelled to rosort to Par¬ 
liament for a special grant to cover 
expenses Among the visitors to do 
him homage at the coronation cero- 
inonies was Alexander of Scotland, 
who, anxious to impress tho people 
of London with his generosity, lib¬ 
erated 500 of tho finest Highland 
horses in the streets, which anyono 
was allowed to catch and retain. 

Several monarchs have caused the 
fountains to run with wine, which 
was the cau.se of tho tragic incident 
ut the coronation of the Conqueror. 
While the ceremony was in progress 
a proclamation was road in the city 
announcing that by the King's or¬ 
ders tho water conduits would run 
with wine for ono hour on the fol¬ 
lowing day.

REMARKABLE DOCUMENTS OF 
FAMOUS MEN. 

What Some of Cedi Rhodes' Fel¬ 
low Conquerors Have Left 
Behind Them. 

Cecil Rhode®’ will has been refer¬ 
red to by many writers as "Cae¬ 
sar's Will." It may, therefore, bo 
interesting to recall that famous 
testament as detailed by Shakes¬ 
peare. 

Just as in the case of the conquer¬ 
or of South Africa, the eJCtraordin- 
ary generosity of Caesar's will re¬ 
moved once for all any lurking un¬ 
popularity he may have su/Torod in 
life from the citizens of Home.j and 
turned public opinion on to the side 
of Mark Anthony, und those who 
made war against Brutus and his 
‘fellow-conspirators to nvengo their 
murder of tho great conqueror. 
Caesar's will, us told by Murk An¬ 
thony to tho assembled citizens, is 
given by Shakespeare as follows: 
"To every Romun cftlzon, to every 
several man, seventy-five drachmas. 
All his walks, his privato arbours, 
and new planted orchards on this 
side of the Tiber, he hath left them 
to you ai#d your heirs for over; com¬ 
mon pleasures, to walk abroad and 
recruit yourselves." Caesar thus 
in his death enriched in money and 
privileges every individual citizen, a 
piece of generosity which may well 
be quoted throughout history. 

Napoleon's will showed a gener¬ 
osity towards friends, and a largo 
appreciation of those who had stood 
hy him in advorsity, which proves 
him to bo far from a grasping and 

can character. His estimated for¬ 
tune, invested in fivo per cent. Funds 
in Paris, was tho sumo ns that of 
Cecil Rhodes, namely, £6,000,000, 
which liis other sources of income 
increased to £8,000,000. 

NAPOLEON'S WILL. 

While tho buls of this fortune went 
to his heirs, with the provision that 
they should seek to maintain his 
principles, £200,000 wus divided be¬ 
tween his personal friends and at¬ 
tendants. Of those the Count dc 
Moutholon was bequeathed £80,000, 
in recognition of "the attentions he 
has paid me for these six years, mKl 
to indemnify him for tjio loss which 
my residence in S£. Helena has oc¬ 
casioned," to quote tho terms of Na¬ 
poleon's will. 

To lesser associates he bequeathed 
legacies of £20,000, £16,000, £4,- 
000, respectively, whilo to miscellan¬ 
eous supporters in Franco, including 
many of his generals, he bequeathed 
twenty-two legacies of £4,000 each. 
One curious legacy was £400 to Hub- 
Officer CantilIon, who had been ac- 
cus<*l of desiring to assassinate Wel¬ 
lington. In making this bequest 
Napoleon disclosed his feelings to¬ 
wards his conqueror in the following 
terms: "This man has as much 

right to assassinate that oligarch 
(Wellington) ns the latter had to 
send me to perish on this rock of 
St. Helena." 

The most famous will in all his¬ 
tory, however, is that of Peter tho 
Great, which practically bequeaths 
to his heirs on the throne of Russia 
the domination of the world. "Rus>- 
sia," said Peter, in his last will 
and testament, "should exercise su¬ 
preme power over Europe. Europe 
must l*e subjugated by n new and 
youthful race. Russia's waves 
should advance over all Europe." 
IIow this was to be done, Peter spe¬ 
cified in a lurge number of clause®, 
which hove governed the policy of 
the Tsars for over a century. 

WILL OF PETER THE GREAT. 

In the first instance Russia was 
to be always on a war footing, and 
was to take purl in all disputes, to 
keep up jealousies in Poland with a

I will that they bo masters of their 
freedom, of their will, and entreat 
in God’s name that no man disturb 
them, neither by money exaction nor 
by manner of means." 

These were almost tho last word® 
Alfred loft to Engjand, and to them 
wo may trace the Ultimate emancipar ^ 
ti on from serfdom of the entire Brb 
tish population, and tho extermino® 
tion of slavery in British dominions 
abroad. 

Perhaps the most curious desire as 
to the disposal of his remains on re¬ 
cord is that of Richard Coeur de 
Lion, who left the following instruct 
tions a® to his burial: "Ills brain®, 
his blood, and his entrails to be 
buried at Charron' his heart at 
Rouen, and his body at Fort Evruad, 
at tho feet of his father." 

Whatever may be said of Cecil 
Rhodes' method of conquest, there 
is no doubt that this will will go 
down with that of Caesar, and Foter 
tho Great, a® one calculated to maJcs 
history. For the rest of time tho 
name "Rhodes" will bo associated 
with the minds of Colonials with 
Imperial education, whereby they re¬ 
ceive an opportunity of learning at 
ono of England's greatest seats of t 
culturo. But to Africa the conse¬ 
quence® will be wider, as the rom¬ 
antic scene of his burial and hi® 
legacies to tho country which takes 
his name will always remind men of 
"Cecil Rhodes. of Africa," whoso 
personality stood for British domin¬ 
ation in that country.—Pearson's 
Weekly. 

A MILITARY BAKERY. 

Tho trials which have been now for 
a long time carried out in the mili¬ 
tary bakery in Vienna to prepare a 
satisfactory biscuit ration for tho 
army have, it is stated by an Aus¬ 
trian military journal, been at 
length crowned with success. Tho 
characteristic feature in tho now 
biscuit seams to bo that tho dough 
is rolled out in long thin strips and 
then partially baked. The strips are 
next cut up into small prism®, 
which are made up in a small card¬ 
board box. It is claimed thut tho 
biscuit thus prepared is more diges-- 
tiH 1 o than tho ordinary form, that 
it koeps better, and is protected 
from dust and damp, while tho ra¬ 
tion/® are more easily served out to 
the men. An improved breed ra¬ 
tion for use in field hospital® and 
for issue to convalescents ha® also 
been prepared. This so-called "broad 
conserve" is made of fine whoat meal 
milk, eggs, sugar, and aniseed, and 
is stated to form both a nourishing 
and p^IoJuble food.

Bids Them Cast Aside All Feelings 
- of Bitterness. 

A despatch from Pretoria says: 
Following is the text of the last let¬ 
ter of the Boer leaders at Vcrecnig- 
ing to the burghers in the field, when 
peace was signed: 

"Fellow Brethren and Country¬ 
men,—We feel it to be our duty to 
addres^/a word of thanks and fare¬ 
well t& you on ending our struggle. 
It is our duty to^ inform you that 
peace has now been concluded, in a 
manner and on the terms set forth 
in an agreement signed by the two 
governmonts, and on the grounds set 
forth in a resolution this day adopt¬ 
ed by the Bui-gher Assembly at Vo- 
recniging. We heartily thank you 
your heroism, for your sacrifice 
of so much that was dear and be¬ 
loved by you, for your obedience, 
and for your faithful discharge of 
duty, all of which serves the honor 
and glory of the Afrikander people. 
We counsel you all to acquiesce in 
this peace; to conduct yourselves 
quietly and peacefully, and to obey 
and respect the new government. 

"Further, we would inform you 
that the head of the commission has 
been appointed by the representa¬ 
tives of the two Stutcp for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining money and means 
to provide ns far as possible for the 
widows and orphans whose husbands 
and fathcrs> have given their lives in 
the struggle for freedom and justice, 
and whose memory will ever remain 
in our history. 

"We also here express heartfelt 
sympathy with those who mourn, 
and pray God to give them strength 
to bear their,cross. 

"We would uJso speak a word of 
praise and thanks to our women 
and children who have so heroically 
borne the most bitter sacrifices und 
suffering. Now there f is peace, and 
although not the peace such as wo 
longed for, yet let us abide where 
God has led us. We can with clean 
conscience declare that for two and 
a half years our people carried on 
the struggle in a manner almost un¬ 
known in history. Let us now 
grasp each other's hands, for anoth¬ 
er great struggle lies before us, for 
the spiritual and social, prosperity 
and welfare of our people. 

"Casting aside all feelings of bit¬ 
terness let us learn to forget and 
forgive so that the deep wounds 
caused bv this war may be healed."

RIOTS IN CHICAGO. 

Negro Drivers Mobbed by Strik¬ 
ers' Friends. 

A despatch from Chicago says :— 
Early on Wednesday a waggon be¬ 
longing to ex-Alderman Duddleston, 
driven by a non-union man, and 
loaded with hum and bacon, was 
set upon at the Chicago and North¬ 
western Railway station by a crowd 
of toughs and strike sympathizers. 
The waggon was overturned and the 
meat stolen. After belaboring some 
of his assailants with a club, the 
driver ran. Policemen arrived too 
late to make arrests. 

A pitched battle occurred between 
negroes imported from St. Louis to 
take the places of the striking yard 
teamsters and toughs and strikers 
at 45th street and Center avenue 
early on Wednesday. Six negroes 
were badly injured, two possibly 
mortally. The substitutes were driv¬ 
ing waggons when assaulted. Many 
of their assailants were armed with 
ice pick poles they had seized from 
ice waggons. The negroes were bad¬ 
ly lacerated with these weupons. 
One nmn had his thigh broken, and 
another was injured internally. ITie 
negroes numbered about fifty. 

A tense feeling prevails over all 
the city. The city hall resembles an 
army barracks, hundreds of police¬ 
men being drawn up in squads for 
emergencitis. It is feared by city offi- | 
cials that a repetition of Wednes¬ 
day’s 6'hooting affrays may result j 
fatally. 

At .9 o’clock a caravan of 38 loads 
of beef, interspersed with five busses: 
containing policemen, came out of 
the stock yards amid hoots and 
cries of derision from the crowd.

A comparison instituted between 
the figures for the years 1896 and 
1901 indicate that during the inter¬ 
val of five years the work pf defor¬ 
estation has gone on with increased 
rapidity until in the majority of 
counties the proportion of forest re¬ 
maining is considerably less than 
that required to maintain favorable' 
conditions as regards climate and the 
supply of moisture. Twenty per. 
'*>ent of the total area is regarded by 
authorities on forestry as the lowest 
figure to which “the woodland area 
can be reduced without serious dan¬ 
ger to agricultural interests, and in 
most counties the proportion of 
timbered land remaining is consider¬ 
ably less than this. 

THE WOODLANDS STEADILY 
DIMINISHING. 

In 1896 thirty of the Ontario 
counties had less timbered area than 
25 per cent., whcsieus in 1901, tho 
number of counties having lew 
than 25 per cent, had increased to 
37. In the latter year six counties 
only had more than 25 per cent, of 
their area in timber, ten had lew 
than 25 und over 20 per cent, six¬ 
teen had less than 20 and over 10 
per cant, and eleven had less than 
10 per cent. The counties principally 
affected by oveb-clearance were in 
the Western and Midland sections of 
the Province. The county having the 
largest proportion of woodlands to 
total area in its boundaries is Rus¬ 
sell, where the percentage la 58.54. 
In only two counties, Prince ICd- 
wurd and Grenville, is there any in¬ 
crease in flie wooded are a. The 
southern groups of townships in 
Hastings and Lennox and Adding¬ 
ton counties show slight increases 
indicating that in these neighbor¬ 
hoods the process of deforestation 
has been checked. In many cases the 
decrease in the woodlund has been 
accompanied by a corresponding in¬ 
crease in the area classed as waste 
land, showing that the timber has 
been injudiciously removed from soil 
that is unfit for cultivation and 
should have been kept wooded. Tak¬ 
ing the townships, there are at 
least 44 in which the wooded area is 
less than 5 per cent of the whole, 
which is an exceedingly unsatisfac¬ 
tory state of affairs. The report 
draws attention to the frequent 
inaccuracies which prevail in making 
up the a-ssessors returns, under 
which land is often improperly 
classified. Greater correctness in 
this particular is tho first require¬ 
ment if any change in the law such 
as will afford encouragement to far¬ 
mers to maintain portions of their 
land in timber is to bo mude. 

FORESTRY LEGISLATION IN 
THE STATES. 

A sufcmiary is given of legislation 
in the United States with this ob¬ 
ject which may afford some helpful 
suggestions to Ontario law-makers.. 
In many of the States exemptions 
from taxation or bonuses are grant¬ 
ed to proprietors who ke£p a cer¬ 
tain proportion of their land in a 
well wooded condition.

LOOKED* INTO THE CRATER. 

Prof. Heilprin and George Kennan 
Ascend Mont Pelee. 

A despatch from Fort de France, 
Martinique, says: Prof. Heilprin,' 
George Kennan and Mr. Varian as¬ 
cended Mont Pelee. They stood on 
the very edge of the crater and look¬ 
ed down on the incandescent mass 
within. This ascent was made last 
Sunday. It was the second time 
Prof. Heilprin had climbed the 
mountain. Mont Pelee is quiet now, 
but great volumes of steam are 
rising from the volcano. The lower 
mud craters, however, arc still pour¬ 
ing forth torrents. The Le Pre- 
chcur district is said to be caving 
in. but this report has not“ been ver¬ 
ified. 

The following important points 
have been settled by Prof. Heil¬ 
prin: The location of the new cra¬ 
ter has been accurately determined; it 
is positively known that there has 
been no overflow of molten matter 
from the lip of the crater; there has 
been no subsidence of the mountain, 
and the height of Mont Pelee is un¬ 
changed; the crater does not. contain 
a cinder cone; there has been no to- 
I pograpliical alteration of the coun¬ 
try. The period of violent eruptions 
has probably ended, although the 
volcano may continue to be quietly 
active for a long time to come.

THE MESTSJ® ONTARIO 

THE ESTABLISHMENT OF FOR¬ 
EST RESERVES. 

The Situation in Southern On¬ 
tario — How Our Woodlands 
Are Disappearing. 

The question of preserving the for¬ 
ests and restoring the productiveness 
of large areas of land uns»uito<l for 
agriculture, which have been strip¬ 
ped of their timber i9 one which de¬ 
mands close attention at the hands 
of our law-makers. Much progress 
in this direction has been made in 
the last few years, moro especially 
os regards the lands still remaining 
in the possession or the Crown. A 
great deal, however, remains to be 
accomplished before the situation 
can be regarded as satisfactory. 

The annual report of Mr. Thomas 
South worth, Director of Forestry for 
1900-1901, is an instructive docu¬ 
ment owing to the clearness with 
which it presents the conditions now 
obtaining in the two great divisions 
of the province. In dealing with 
New Ontario the administration have 
avoided the mistakes of the past, 
and by the adoption of protective 
measures against the danger of lire, 
and the establishment, of forest re¬ 
serves are endeavoring to insure the 
preservation of a due proportion of 
woodland. 

FOREST RESERVES. 

There are now several forest re¬ 
serves set apurt, the most import¬ 
ant being the Temiscaming Reserve, 
comprising 1,408,000 acres, or about 
2,200 miles embracing what 
is considered the most 
valuable tract of white 
pine in New Ontario. The Sibley 
Reserve on the north shore of Lake 
Superior contains about 45,000 
acres and the Eastern Reserve in the 
Counties of Frontenac and Addington 
about 80,000 acres. These two lat¬ 
ter reserves have been largely strip¬ 
ped of their native timber, but a 
vigorous new growth is springing 
up which will eventually rcplaco it. 
The Algonquin National Park of 1 
109,383 acres Is not, strictly speak¬ 
ing, a forest reserve, as portions of 
its area are under license to lumber¬ 
men, but it largely serves the same 
purposes in many respects. 

IN SOUTHERN ONTARIO. 

The situation in Southern Ontario 
presents much greater difficulties 
than that existing in the northern 
part of the province, the title to the 
land having passed into the hands of 
private individuals. It is in the old¬ 
er settled sections that the evils of 
deforestation have made themselves 
most acutely felt and where prompt 
action is needed to arrest the pro¬ 
cess. Tlie report presents the re¬ 
sults of a careful inquiry into actual 
conditions based on the municipal 
returns furnished annually to the 
Bureau of Industry. These returns 
show the total acreage of each town¬ 
ship and the proportion of wooded 
land to cleared land and waste-

COLONIAL TROOPS PRAISED.

tionalists, as a protest against the 
treatment of Mr. Redinond. 

The Speaker of tho House of Com¬

ENGLAND EXULTED. 

The Premier also said he thought 
the House had never before thanked, 
nor had such good cause to thunk 
the Colonial troops for their aseast- 
qnce. Not long ago many people in 
Europe thought that the time ol 
the downhill of the British Empire 
had arrived, but the Colonial troops 
came brilliantly to Great Britain's 
assistance, and the more Great Bri¬ 
tain's difficulties increased the more 
Colonial loyalty had manifested it¬ 
self in aiding the Empire to defy 
the hostility and bitterness of all 
its opponents.

Edgar Geen’s Death. 

Edgar Geeu, eldest son of Rev.' A. L 
Geen, of Belleville, died suddenly in Tor 
onto on Saturday afternoon. He had been 
in the employ of Evans and Sons, Limited, 
the well known wholesale druggists at 20 
West Front street, Toronto, for some 
monthe. He was fonnd in an unconscious 
condition about 2 o’clock in the basement 
of the warehouse.

THE SUN’S RAY8 ARE FATAL TO MANY 
SPECIES OF GERMS. 


An a Disinfectant Sunlight Is the 
Greatest Agent In Nature—Tem- 
perntnres at Which Disease Germs 
Are Devtroyed. 

Sunlight Is fatal to some of the lower 
forms of living things, including cer¬ 
tain disease germs which are the cause 
of some of the most fatal infectious 
diseases that afflict the human race. 
In fact, the greatest disinfectant in na¬ 
ture is light, or, to be more exact, the 
radiations of the sun, Including heat 
rays, light rays and the invisible rays 
at the violet end of the solar spectrum. 

An infectious disease is one which 
may be contracted by the introduction 
Into the living body of living disease 
germs, which may be contained in dif¬ 
ferent kinds of infectious material. 
Thus the disease germ (bacillus) which 
produces diphtheria is contained in the 
“exudate" or “false membrane" de¬ 
posited in the throat or nasal passages 
of those suffering from this disease, 
and the material coughed up by a pa¬ 
tient with diphtheria is infectious ma¬ 
terial. In cholera and In typhoid fever 
the discharges from the bowels con¬ 
tain the germ and are consequently In¬ 
fectious material. 

Now, the object of disinfection Is to 
prevent the extension of infectious dis¬ 
eases by destroying the specific infec¬ 
tious agents—germs—which give rise to 
them; and this is accomplished by the 
use of disinfectants. Having, as l hope, 
made this clear. 

Any chemical agent which destroys or 
masks bad odors is commonly spoken of 
as a disinfectant, and there are a large 
number of so called “disinfectants" in 
the market which are simply deodor¬ 
ants and which are entirely untrust¬ 
worthy for the destruction of infectious 
material—that is, material containing 
living disease germs. 

These disease germs belong to the 
class of low vegetable organisms—mi¬ 
croscopic plants—known as bacteria, 
which ns a rule thrive better in the 
darkness than when exposed to day¬ 
light. and some or them are quickly 
destroyed by exposure to direct sun¬ 
light. In experiments made by me tn 
1893 It was demonstrated that the chol¬ 
era luclllus is Infallibly killed by ex¬ 
posure to direct sunlight for an hour or 
two. and the distinguished Germun 
bacteriologist, Dr. Robert Koch, has 
shown that the bacillus of consumption 
tubercle bacillus—is destroyed by 
similar exposure In a ti«e varying 
from a few minutes to several hours, 
depending upon the thickness of the 
layer of material in which It is im¬ 
bedded. 

As a result of this It is evident that 
the material coughed up by patients 
with consumption and containing tu¬ 
bercle bacilli In vast numbers is far less 
dangerous to the community in regions 
where the patient can live out of doors 
and where the sun shines nearly every 
day In the year.

Some disease germs which are not 
killed outright by exposure to the sun’s 
rays are greatly restrained In their de¬ 
velopment. This is truo of flie bacillus 
of typhoid fever. Although It has been 
shown by carefully conducted experi¬ 
ments that certain disease germs are 
promptly destroyed by the luminous ra¬ 
diations from the sun, and especially 
by those at the violet end of the solar 
spectrum, it is also true that the heat 
rays play an important part in the de¬ 
struction of harmful bacteria. 

This Is partly due to the fact that 
certain disease germs are Quickly de¬ 
stroyed by being deprived of all mois¬ 
ture—by desiccation. Thus the germs 
of cholera and of pneumonia quickly 
perish when completely dried. 

Other germs, however, as those of 
typhoid fever, of diphtheria and of 
consumption, may retain their vitality 
In a dried condition for several months. 
But the germs of all these diseases are 
destroyed by a comparatively low tem¬ 
perature. In experiments which 1 
made several years ago I ascertained 
that the germs of pneumonia and of 
cholera wero killed by exposure for a 
few minutes to a temperature of 126 
degrees F. 

A still lower temperature is effective 
if the time of exposure Is prolonged. 
It is therefore evident that prolonged 
exposure to the direct rays of the sun 
would destroy these germs independ¬ 
ently of the disinfecting power or 
germicidal action of the luminous rays 
or tho fatal results of desiccutlon. 

Other disease germs require a high¬ 
er temperature for their destruction. 
The typhoid bacillus and the bacillus 
of diphtheria are killed by exposure 
to a temperature of 140 degrees F. for 
ten minutes. In general, it may be 
stated that this temperature is fatal 
to all the most important disease gi mis. 

The facts stated furnish a scientific 
basis for practical disinfection, and it 
is evident that when sunshine is avail¬ 
able no chemical agents are essential 
for the destruction of disease germs 
Any article of food or drink whloto has 
been heated for a few minutes to same 
thing near the boiling point of water 
Is absolutely safe, so far as any dan 
ger from disease germs Is concerned 
and any article of clothing which lias 
been put through the ordinary opera 
tlons of the laundry is as safe as If it 
bad been placed for an hour in an ex 
pensive steam disinfector or immersed 
In a strong disinfecting solution. 

It will be seen that scientific Investl 
gations fully Justify the practice of 
good housewives, who at frequent In¬
